"ilia ingenious gentleman makes a 
viry handsome income through his 
skill in coloring birds' eggs. 

A few years ago this wide-awake 
Parisian was an assistant in a 
provincial museum of natural his- 



rhilf then 
igreat de- 



ll which has 
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l he lost his 
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position he 
went to Paris and determined to 
start in business for himself. His 
apprenticeship at the museum had 
shown him the value of birds' eggs, 
and he decided to make a living by 
dealing in rare eggs. 

As a rule be used the shell of 
some common egg, his sole care be- 
ing to see that it corresponded 
size with the desired eggs. T 
eggs of the common fly catcher are 
very cheap, and by coloring them 
properly they can be made to resem- 
ble much costlier eggs. Again. » 
duck's egg costs very little, and yet 
our ingenious French gentleman 
could easily transform it into an 
egg worth from $10 to f 15. 

Pigeon's eggs are also very use- 
ful for a similar purpose, since they 
Jre of exactly the same size as 
many very rare eggs. Any one 
with a knowledge of chemistry 
could chauge them so that the pig- 
eons themselves would not recog- 
nize them. 

Almost every collector of birds' 
.gg% desires to have one or two 
marked nightingale's eggs 
w illing to pay a high price 
them. The Parisian dealer 
as well aware of this little weak- 
□ess, and, larks being more abun- 
ant than nightingales, he found 
difficulty in getting larks' eggs 
and coloring them so that they were 
exactly like the genuine articles.

When chicks get partly grown 
it is necessary to confine them if 
one would keep peace in the fa 
ily. Oid hens around a door ya 
are bad enough but chicks a 
worse and even on a farm where 
they could have free range a 
as not they persist in hanging 
around the doorstep until the 
good woman of the house is near- 
ly distracted. We have never 
been satisfied with shutting them 
up in a permanent yard and so 
have devised a plan for a mov- 
able one. This we shall make 
on a frame about 16 feet long, 
four feet wide and five feet high 
with a large box to be placed out- 
side but connecting for shelter. 

The frame will be strong 
enough and light enough so that 
two men can easily move it along 

ithout allowing a chick to 
cape. As soon as the chicks h 
eaten off the grass from one 
strip the yard may be moved its 
width sideways and everythin 
is fresh again. 

Too many must not be placed 
in one yard but with a reason- 
able number in they do well and 
. lot of bad temper will be 
pored.

INDIAN RAILROADING. 

A Two-Foot Track Through tho Hi- 
malaya Mountains. 

One of the mo6t interesting rail- 
ways of the world ia the Darieeling 
Himalayan railway. The track looks 
as if it haS been laid for a toy rail- 
way, th» gauge being but two feet. 
Notwithstanding this, the line is sub- 
stantial enough, consisting, as it does, 
of' steel rails weighing 42 pounds to 
the yard and laid on sleepers of Him- 
alayan timber. The locomotives 
weigh about 12 tons, and are capable 
of hauling a train weighing 39 tons 
up inelinea of one foot in 25, and 
round the hundreds of sharp 
curves which the exigencies of the as- 
cent of a mountain railway render un- 
avoidable. The railway was construct- 
ed in 1878 by British engineers at a 
cost of about $25,000,000. It starts 
at Calcutta and takes the passenger up 
to a height of 7,100 feet above the 
level of the sea. The mail train from 
Calcutta for Darjeeling leaves the 
Eastern Bengal State railway termi- 
nus every day at four inthe afternoon, 
reaching Damookdcah, on the banks 
of the Ganges, 16 miles from Calcutta, 
at nine p. m. At this point the pas 
sengera and mail for DarjVeling an 
transferred to a large ferry steamer 
which proceeds to Sara Ghat, on the 
north bank of the Ganges At Sara 
Ghat the train starts for Siliiguri, at 
the foot of the Himalaya. This place 
i» about 400 feet above sea level. Start- 
ing from Siliiguri, the train has a 
comparatively level run for the first 
seven miles, and travels at the rate of 
12 miles an hour. The gentle swee] 
of the line give the traveler many- 
pretty glimpse of the forest scenery of 
the '^Terai. In the fastnesses of the 
"Terai" lurk wild elephants, rhi- 
noeeri, tigers, leopards, wild buffaloes, 
wild cattle and deer, as> well as hogs, 
wolves, wild dogs, monkeys and many 
other small animals. On one occasi 
wild elephants compelled the driver 
to take his train back to Sookna stat- 
tion. At the twentieth mile the train 
reaches Teendaria,where the company 
has its workshops. The elevation here 
is 2,822 feet. Leaving Tk ndfi i ia, the 
train passes one of the most n -mark- 
able loops' of the whole line. This 
curve is only 60 feet in radius. A few 
large trees still show what the original 
forest was., only a few year- ago tho 
haunt of the little barking deer, which 
are common in these hills. At the ele- 
vation of 6,500 feet the train passes 
another loop, at the Gyabari station. 
At the forty-second mile the train 
reaches the bazar and station of So- 
r.ada (0,002 feet), whence it pulls up 
at Ghoom station, which i>situated at 
the highest point reached by the rail- 
way (7,407 feet above main sea level). 
Thence it descends toward Darjeeling 
for a distance of some four miles, the 
line falling about 400 feet in this dis- 
tance. This is the terminus of the 
line. — Philadelphia Kecord.

A SKY SCRAPER. 



New York Beats The Record For 
High Buildings. 



The new Park Row building 
New Vork is undeniably the tallest 
office building- in the world. and with 
very few exceptions the tallest work 
of human handsto he found any where 
on the earth's surface. A passing 
glance at the sky line of lower Man 
hattan showshow decidedly ittowen 
above its near neighbors and closes! 
competitors— the St. Paul building, 
which is 308 feet high, and the Ameri 
can Surety building rising 312 feel 
above the street. The Manhattan 
Life structure, which was for a 
long time the highest in the city, is, 
tower and all, nearly fifty feet be- 
low the sunset of the new building. 

The best idea of the magnitude of 
such a structure as the Park Row 
building may be obtained perhaps 
from a consideration oi some of the 
startling and spertacular statistic! 
which is presents. 

What The Building Really Is. 

To begin with, its height from th. 
sidewalk to the tops of the cupola: 
on the towers 390 feet. Thus it ii 
over 100 feet taller than the dome o 
the capitol at Washington. 85 feet 
above the Statue of Liberty 
within a very few feet of the extreme 
height of the pyramids. Even tl 
figures do not represent its full 
portions. The flag poles on to 
building are fifty-seven feet 
height. The foundations extend 54 
feet below the surface. Therefor, 
from the base of Its foundations to 
the top of its flag poles the I 
building spans 501 feet. How great 
this distance is one may realize b; 
reflecting that it is equal to the 
length of two city blocks or by 
measuring off the distance horizon- 
tally for himself. 

While there are a few .structures 
that exceed the new building in ver- 
tical dimension it is by all odds the 
tallest inhabited building in the 
world. The restaurant on top of the 
main building is 3U8 feet above the 
street, while the topmost offices, 
large, comfortable rooms, are 340 
feet in air. Their windows com- 
mand a view of over forty miles, 
The two lofty towers of the building 
may be seen from nearly the entire 
distance across the State of | 
Jersey. 

The new building has a frontage 
of 103 feet on the streets which 
faces, of twenty-three feet on a ■ 
street, and of forty-seven feet oi 
rear alley. It may therefore be said 
to look in three directions. It

The Council met Friday night 
and was presided over by Council- 
man Brasher in the absence of the 
Mayor. 

The Electric Light contract was 
renewed for five years at $5,000 a 
year, the lights being increased 
from 40 to 60. The new lights will 
be put on by October 1st. This is 
considerably lower than the old 
rate, but the price in the aggregate 
is several hundred dollars more. 

The most important action taken 
for several years, to the people at 
large, was the lowering of the tax 
rate for the second time since thi 
Democrats took charge of the citi 
government. The rate under re- 
publican rule was $1.0?, which was 
reduced some years ago to $1.50 
.\..\\ comes a second and greatei 
reduction, the rate tor 1899 being 
fixed at SI. 25. This will not inter- 
fere with the retirement of the O. V, 
bonds at .the rate of 6,000 a year, 
there being about $7o,000 of bonds 
still oustanding. 

If the Democrats continue to ad- 
minister the city's finances, a 
dollar rate is something that the 
near future will bring. 

The assessment for 1899 is $2,340, 
000, including the banks that have 
not heretofore paid city taxes. 

An ordinance was passed making 
it compulsory on all citizens whose 
houses are not numbered to number 
them by July 1. The committee 
having the matter in charge will 
ake no change in the system of 
numbering. Numbers will be on 
,ale by June 15. by the City Treas- 
irer, at 3 cents per figure.
